Employment in 
Car Industry in 
1928 Sets Record 





By FRANCIS P. DAILY 

| Washington, Jan. 30.—In line 
| with the record-breaking produc- 
tion of automobiles in 1928, em- 
| ployment in the industry also 
set new high records, according to 
report today of the Department 
of Labor. 

September was the largest of any 
| month since the statistics were first 
compiled in 1923. This same month 
was also a record one for the tire 
industry over this same period. 

Although there was a reported 
slump in production in the final 
weeks of 1928, employment in De- 
cember was 30 per cent. greater in 
the number of workers and 26 per 
cent larger in the size of the pay 
roll than the corresponding month 
in 1927. Tire employment for that 
month increased 4 per cent. in

Budd Wheel Court 





Chicago, Jan. 30.—A_ decision 
sustaining the temporary injunc- 
tion granted to the Wire Wheel 
Corporation of America against 
the use of a holted-on type of 
automobile wire wheel manufac- 
tured by the Budd Wheel Com- 
pany was rendered yesterday by 
the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the Seventh Judic- 
ial Circuit, 

The injunction restrains the 
Overland Motor Company of Chi- 
cago from selling automobiles equip- 
ped with this type of wheel. An 
effort will now be made to have the 
injunction made permanent. 


New York, Jan. 30—Edward G. 
Budd, president of the Budd Wheel 
Company, commenting today on the 
decision of the Court of Appeals in 
Chicago, freeing the disk wheel from 
the litigation and sustaining a tem- 
porary injunction against the use of 
Budd wire wheels by the Overland 
dealer in Chicago, said:— 

“The Budd Company is much 
gratified that the disk wheel has 
been wholly excepted from the liti- 
gation and the temporary injunc- 
tion confined entirely to the wire 
wheel used by the Overland dealer. 

“The 6,000,000 disk wheels made 
and sold by the Budd Company are 
wholly unaffected by the litigation. 

“Moreover we have every reason 
to believe that we shall soon con- 
vince the courts that the bolted-on 
type of wire wheels we are now 
manufacturing should also be freed 
from the Cowles patent. This mat- 
ter is now before the district courts 
in Chicago and Detroit.”

A Contribution to Prosperity 

UST what possession of a major automotive plant means 
J to a community is well shown by the recent announce- 
ment of the Nash organization that its pay roll in Kenosha, 
Racine and Milwaukee during 1928 amounted to a total of 
$25,000,000. To add to this amount there was the sum of 
$810,000 given by the Nash organization in bonuses at 
Christmas time. 

It is almost beyond calculation what the payment of 
$25,000,000 in wages means to a city of Kenosha’s size. The 
population of the town is about 50,000, and the Nash pay roll 
would amount to, say, $400 a year for every man, woman and 
child in the place. This allows $5,000,000 of the total to be 
credited to Racine and Milwaukee pay-roll demands. 

In addition, of course, to the actual pay roll, there must 
be considered the materials, parts and equipment purchased 
by the company from local businesses. We do not know 
what this would come to, but it must be heavy. At any rate, 
Kenosha has every right to thank fortune that C. W. Nash 
decided to bring his personality into its civic affairs. 

Is it any wonder that chambers of commerce and boards 
of trade bend every effort to secure the location in their 
communities of live automotive concerns?

Association that in 1928 the total tax bill paid by the 
motorists of America will reach the astounding sum of 
$785,000,000, which represents an increase of about $15,000,- 
000 over the 1927 total. And please remember that 
Congress last year removed the excise taxes, which amounted 
to $35,000,000.
